SET ZONING HEARING 



A reduction in the Borough Tax 
Rate, from 19 to 18 mills, was made 
effective for 1931 by the Narberth Bor- 
ough Council on Monday night. At 
the same time an ordinance appropri- 
ating $85,225 to defray the expenses 
of the Borough during the year was 
adopted. 

The tax cut was made possible by 
virtue of the equalization of assess- 
ments, made during the past summer 
by the real estate assessor. The budget 
for 1931 is slightly less than the 
amount appropriated for 1930. 

This year's budget has been pared in 
the amounts set aside for roads, sew- 
ers, their care and maintenance, and 
ash collection to the extent of $5100 
over last year; police expenses have 
risen from $10,100 to $10,500; street 
lighting has dropped from $4500 to 
$4200; the Recreation Board's appro- 
priation has been reduced from $1400 
to $1000; garbage collection costs have 
fallen from $3500 to $2400. The same 
appropriation of $2500 has been made 
to the Narberth Community Library. 
Expenses for fire protection have risen 
from $7300 to $9000. 

Friday, January 30, at 8 P. M. was 
set as the date for a public hearing 
upon the petition to change the zon- 
ing classification of Montgomery Ave- 
nue from Narberth to Haverford Ave- 
nues from a residence to a business 
district. It will be held in Borough 
Hall, Forest Avenue, under the aus- 
pices of the Ordinance and Law Com- 
mittee of Council of which Clifford W. 
Bates is chairman.

Health Centre in First Year of Existence 



It is time to light the first candle in 
honor of the anniversary of a Child 
Health Centre in Narberth. One year 
ago on January IS there were two 
babies presented at the Health Centre 
for examination. January 15, 1931, 
shows a record of 195 individual chil- 
dren enrolled and a total attendance of 
725 for the year. 

The project originated through the 
vision of the Women's Community 
Club and the hearty backing of the 
Narberth Board of Health. This local 
centre is under the management of the 
Community Health and Civic Associa- 



tion of Ardmore, which provides an 
attending physician and nurse for each 
conference. It is maintained largely 
by an appropriation from Narberth 
Council, with assistance from the Main 
Line Red Cross. The Woman's Club 
of Narberth provides the room where 
the conferences are held, many inci- 
dentals and the majority of the volun- 
teer service. Other help is occasion- 
ally received, as the baby scales, given 
by the Junior Red Cross of the Main 
Line. 
Perhaps one of the most gratifying 
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The Junior Community Club had a 
very full and eventful meeting last 
Thursday evening, January 8, at the 
club room at Elm Hall. Mrs. Clifford 
Goodwin presided and with her at the 
sueakers' table were Mrs. Maurice 
Snyder, State Chairman of Juniors; 
Mrs. Russell Green, President of the 
Senior Community Club of Narberth, 
and Miss K. Miller, President of the 
Narberth Sub-Juniors. 

The evening began very pleasantly 
with a "movie-show" of the pictures 
which Mr. Ralph Dunne, of Narberth, 
took of the garden party which the 
Juniors gave for the senior executive 
board last summer.

Taxes going down. A two-mill re- 
duction in the township tax rate is 
■ foreseen in Lower Merion as a result 
of the failure of the Board of Com- 
missioners to petition the Montgom- 
ery County Court for an extra levy. 
Ten mills is the rate permitted the 
township by the State code and when 
excess of this amount is needed, per- 
mission has to be obtained from the 
court. . For the past nine years an 
extra levy has been obtained, chiefly 
for highway purposes, but so far no 
petition has been filed with the court 
and indications point to a township 
tax rate of ten mills, lower by two 
mills than last year.

WEEKLIES HAVE GROWN 

A talk on the weekly newspaper 
field-, with particular reference to the 
community papers of the Main Line 
district, made tip the program Tuesday 
of the Rala-Cynwyd-Narhcrth Rotary 
Club. The speaker was William G. 
Hower, publisher of the Bryn Mawr 
Home News and Recorder of Deeds 
of Montgomery County. His talk was 
a blend of reminiscence and facts of 
present-day conditions. 

Montgomery County's first weekly 
was founded late in the eighteen cen- 
tury as the N'orristown Gazette, emerg- 
ing through many changes as the pres- 
ent daily Times-Herald. At the pres- 
ent time nearly all papers in the county 
are weeklies, several of which are 
more than fifty years old. 

The community paper originated as 
a simple chronicle of reports turned in 
by various organizations. Today the 
weeklies employ modern reporting 
methods, supplementing the personal 
contacts of the publisher and partici- 
pation in civic and fraternal life. This 
spirit, which has made the weeklies 
successful, was contrasted with the 
methods of the daily field, where em- 
ployees gathered from distant points 
tend to lose the feeling for construc- 
tive local effort. 

The weeklies of the Main Line, he 
pointed out, are federated into a group 
working together for civic betterment. 
He cited the successful activities of the 
past few months — the Weekly News- 
paper Coal Fund which has been func- 
tioning steadily, the campaign for bet- 
ter station facilities, free advertise- 
ments for the unemployed and co-op- 
eration in civic reporting. 

Mr. Hower told of the progress of 
liis own paper, which he has been 
publishing since 1902, following the 
death of his father. In the early days 
all reporting was done personally. 
Meetings of the township and Nar- 
berth Commissioners and Council were 
attended by the aid of a bicycle: even 
Haverford Township was included in 
the field of the paper. Now eight 
weeklies cover the district.

Miss Braslau. in line voice, earned 
the applause of an audience which 
nearlv filled the Lower Merion High 
School auditorium, despite the un- i 
favorable weather conditions. Her rich | 
contralto voice, dramatic ability and 
stage personality combined to win the 
approval of all present. 

liassmi's "Per lontonanza di donna 
crudele" opened the program. Writ- 
ten in the lower register, the richness 
and power of Miss Braslau's voice 
were immediately demonstrated. Han- 
del's - 'Furiboiulo," another composi- 
tion of the classic school, demonstrated 
the flexibility and range at the com- 1 
mand of the artist. 

The "Zigeunerlieder" of Brahms, a 
group of seven Gypsy songs, did not 
appeal to the audience as strongly as 
the remainder of the program. Miss 
Braslau's excellent diction in the Ger- 
man verses and the case with which 
the more difficult measures were sung 
more than compensated for the fact 
that the music was unfamiliar to most 
of the audience. 

Rachmaninoff's "Vocalise," hummed 
against the splendid accompaniment of 
lnna Rublova, was an impressive 
minor melody. The familiar "Ro- 
mance" of Rubinstein was particularly 
well received. 

The outstanding number on the pro- 
gram was "Fate" by Rachmaninoff, a 
dramatic composition built up on the 
recurrent three-note "fate" theme of 
the first movement of Beethoven s 
fifth Svmphony. Miss Braslau clearly 
demonstrated here the capabilities of 
her voice and her own dramatic ability. 
The powerful effect was attained, what 
is more, without any of the morbidity 
which might well be read into such a 
composition. 

Two negro spirituals were beauti- 
fully sung, but somehow or other did 
not' sound like negro music. "In the 
Luxembourg Gardens" of Manning 
and "As We Part" by Ilgenfritz closed 
the program. . 

Miss Braslau was generous \vith her 
encores. Her singing of Schubert s 
"Erlkonig" held the audience spell- 
bound. All the drama and the terror 
were there, brought out by a voice of 
full power and richness. A sprightly, 
narrative Italian folk song, "Go On, 
Ule Fellow, Go On," and an amus- 
ing number, "What Else Could I Do." 
completed her group of encores. She 
was recalled to the stage repeatedly. 

The concert clearly demonstrated the 
appreciation of Main Line audiences 
for concerts by distinguished artists. 
The success of Miss Braslau's appear- 
ance, recalling the similar approval of 
the Anna Case recital several years 
ago, should encourage those who are 
responsible for bringing such talent 
to the Main Line.

I Officer Adams One of 

i First Policemen in Section 

i The ninth of a series of articles to 

I introduce the members of Lower Mer- 
lon's splendid police force to our readers. 
I llv IJOBKIIT M. CAMERON 

When the Lower Menon police 
! force was first organized in 1900, 
i Officer Archibald Adams was the 
; second man appointed to the force. 
I The department was a small affair 111 
: those davs. its personnel consisting of 
three patrolmen and the chief, Charles 
Moore. 

There was no station house and no 
i lockup when Officer Adams and his 
1 two brother officers paced around on 
j their heats. The Main Line was, of 
course, very little built up in those 
days and one man for Ardmore. one 
1 for Brvn Mavvr and one for the lower 
lend covering Bala, Cynwyd, Maiia- 
: yunk and Merion was considered suf- 
I ficient. 




! Officer Adams, whose heat is now 
! in Wynnewood, recalls a time when 
i he handcuffed a prisoner to a telegraph 
' pole, in lieu of a "wagon" or lockup. 
I When anv prisoners had to he locked 
! up they "were taken to the nearest 
police station in Philadelphia. 1 he 
, chief's house in those days served as 
i police headquarters. 

The first automobile to be seen on 
the Main Line, Adams remembers 
I well. It was called the "Red Devil 
and belonged to a man in Villanova 
i bv the name of George McFadden. 
1 "Born in Conshohocken on October 
:if>, 1874. Adams worked in the livery 
of William Kerrigan and in the stables 
ot the Brvn Mawr Ice Company be- 
fore becoming one of the first police 
officers in the section. 

His connection with the torce at 
1 this time was comparatively short, as 
i he resigned after a couple of years to 
I manage the livery stables of William 
1 Kerrigan upon his death. He later 
| worked in a bottling works in Con- 
ishohocken for seven years. 
i Just when Officer Adams left the 
; police force in its early days is un- 
certain, as no records were kept at 
> that time, but he rejoined it on August 
i 1 1918. Since then he has spent seven 
; years on the Brvn Mawr beat, two 
■years in Ardmore, twenty-six months 
!on the switchboard in the station 
I house and now is assigned to the 
I Wynnewood beat. . 

I It was on Officer Adams that his 
i fellows played a prank at the time of 
ibis recent marriage on November 5. 
i He had arranged his wedding at a 
; Philadelphia church and thought to 
, avoid anv send-off from his brother 
officers. But the news leaked out and 
about twentv members of his squad 
; were present as he emerged from the 
church with his bride. They hustled 
1 him into his own car and drove to the 
1 Ardmore police station. There the 
newlyweds were transferred to an old 
'surrev, drawn by a mule and a bind 
horse, and with policemen outfitted as 
1 old-time coachmen and footmen, they 
j were driven along Lancaster pike to 
I Rosemont and back to Ardmore to the 
, accompaniment of cowbells _ 
; Adams has six children by his first 
I marriage, and five grandchildren. His 
! home is at 62 South Warner Avenue, 
j Bryn Mawr.

Describes Creed 
of Social Worker 



Speaks on Social Work in Time 

of Crises at Federation of 

Churches Meeting. 



OFFICERS RE - ELECTED 



A profound faith- in human beings, 
belief in the possibilities of human 
nature and a genuine respect for per- 
sons — such arc some of the essentials 
in the creed of the social worker as 
expounded by Kenneth L. M. Pray, 
of Narberth, director of the Pennsyl- 
vania School for Social and Health 
Work in Philadelphia, in a talk at the 
annual meeting of the Main Line Fed- 
eration of Churches on Tuesday night. 
The meeting was held at the Ardmore 
Woman's Club. 

Mr. Pray, whose subject was social 
work in time of crises, said that a cri- 
sis is merely relative and a matter of 



degree, though it is marked by more 
widespread unemployment and in- 
tensity of suffering. 

Two common points of view re- 
garding social workers were cited by 
the speaker. One as the cold, sus- 
picious, hardboiled person who spends 
his or her time snooping around, and 
treating human beings as so much 
data. The other type was described 
as the sentimental person, easily 
moved, and who often as not aids the 
wrong people. 

"There is a grain of truth in both 
of these viewpoints," Mr. Pray said. 
"We must know the truth and get at 
the facts about people and situations 
if we are to help them. But we must 
get the viewpoint of the sufferer and 
not treat the case from a cold, imper- 
sonal point of view. A genuine re- 
spect which the true social worker 
has for people precludes any relation 
but the reciprocal spirit of friendship 
and understanding." 

In a crisis, the speaker pointed out, 
the necessary things, providing food, 
clothing, etc., have to be done first 
but there are the same essential needs 
and problems underneath which have 
to be met continually. 

"A crisis is human kind's ability to 
manage its collective life. We must 
find a way to manage our social and 
economic order so that this kind of 
thing can't happen," Mr. Pray said in 
conclusion. 

All officers of the Federation of 
Churches were re-elected. They are 
the Rev. William M. Kieffer, pastor 
of the Llanerch Presbyterian Church; 
the Rev. Samuel MacAdams, pastor of 
the Xarberth Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and the Rev. Ernest C. Earp, 
rector of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Bryn Mawr, vice presidents: Curtis L. 
Clay, secretary, and E. L. Harts- 
home, treasurer. 

Mr. Hartshorne read the treasurer's 
report, which showed receipts of ap- 
proximately $23,000 and expenditures 
of $22,000 during 1930. 

Miss Alice Ambler, executive secre- 
tary of the Federation, read her an- 
nual report, covering the work during 
the past year, which will be published 
in an early issue of this paper. 

It was announced that three more 
organizations had been admitted to 
membership in the Federation. They 
are the Main Line Kiwanis Club, the 
Woman's Community Club of Nar- 
berth, and the Bryn Mawr Business 
Association. 



Reports Made by the 

Highway Committee 

The following is the report of the 
committee on highways and sewers for 
the month of December and also for 
the calendar year of 1930, presented 
to Council Monday night by Robert 
F. Wood, chairman of the committee: 

"During December 1033 cu. yds. of 
ashes and rubbish were collected at a 
cost of $929.12; $203.46 was spent for 
street cleaning, and for street main- 
tenance we spent $33.70, of which 
$20.70 was for labor and $13 for ma- 
terial. Sewer inlets were cleaned out 
during the month at a labor cost of 
$27.92. 

"We have initiated the policy of per- 
mitting the Borough labor and equip- 
ment to assist in the work of the Citi- 
zens' Committee on Unemployment 
Relief, appointed last month by the 
Burgess. The labor cost of distribut- 
ing coal for that committee during De- 
cember amounted to $9.52. 

"We are attaching and making a 
part of this report a letter addressed 
to your chairman by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Works, in which he sum- 
marizes in detail the expenditures of 
this department during the calendar 
year of 1930. This report shows a 
total expenditure of $14,115.64 for 
labor, in which the principal items 
were $8400 for the collection of ashes 
and rubbish, $3300 for street cleaning 
and $1100 for street maintenance. In 
addition that report indicates that we 
collected and hauled 9577 cu. yds. of 
ashes and rubbish during the year and 
paid out $6263.60 for street and sewer 
materials and supplies. The income of 
this department from permits and 
other sources which are indicated in 
Mr. Suplec's report totaled $482.50 for 
the year."

They are 
of 250-candle-power and have a longer 
arm extending out over the street. 
They replace the sixteen lights of 
eighty-candlepower which formerly 
lighted this section. Their entire cost 
of maintenance will be borne by Lower 
Merion Township, since for many 
years the Borough paid the upkeep on 
boundary street lights.
